property of the Imperial Bank. 
Four confessions, written by Mc- 
Leod, were used as evidence in the 
case. In the confessions thu accused 
made a clean breast of the adair. 
According to the stories contained in 
them the young man had taken 
money turned in by people to the 


bank as entries in savings accounts” 


totalling $4,259.42. This larger figure 
was attained following investibations 
made after the laying of the charges. 
Restitution Is Madc. 
Restitution to the extent of $700 
has already been made, and Hugh 
McDonald, defence counsel, stated in 
court that the full amount will be re- 
turned to the bank in a short time. 
Evidence was subinitted in the 
confessions that McLeod had taken a 
bucket of gasoline into the bank and 
set fire to them.
